* GARROLLTON, Mo., April 11.—At 8:30 
o'clock this evening, the notorious Taylor 
brothers, the condemned murderers of the 
Meeks family, broke from the County Jail. 
George Taylor made his escape, but Bill 
was retaken and is again behind the bars 
in the jail in which the two brothers were 
to have been hanged together April . 

The escape was made by their breaking 
off a bar from the west side of the cell and 
making their exit through the garret to 
the roof. They let themselves down to the 
ground by means of a piece of hose which 
had been used in cleaning the cells. 

Just as Bill Taylor had reached the ground 
Deputy Sheriff Cummings’ litfle girl heard 
the noise and gave the alarm, and before he 
could make his escape complete, Deputy 
Sheriff Shelton covered him with a gun and 
put him back into a cell. 8 

R. L. Cunningham, charged with com- 
plicity in the murder of O. L. Ecton, a few 
days since, also attempted to escape, but 
failed.

HE SHOT A MEDDLESOME BOY 


The Timely Arrival of the Police 
Averted an Awful Tragedy 
on Biddle Street. 


Edward Hynes, a grocer and saloonkeeper 
at 2101 Biddle street, missed being the vic- 
tim of a maddened mob by about three 
minutes last night. 

He had shot and dangeroysly wounded 
John Tatten, a young man in front of his 
saloon, and the few persons who witnessed 
the affair multiplied in a few minutes to 
several hundred. Hynes was being stoned, 
the wounded man’s brother was trying to 
get at him with an open razor in his hand, 
and a crowd of men were dragging him 
out of the place, when a patrol wagon, load- 
ed with policemeh drove up and rescued the 
already bleeding grocer from the crowd. 

From what could be learned from the 
participants and the witnesses John Tatten, 
a young fellow of 19 years, living with his 
father, a teamster, at 2106% Division street, 
had taken a weinerwurst from a vender 
on the sidewalk, who held his position by 
the good graces of Hynes, in front of whose 
place he cried his goods. . 

That was about 9 o’clock. The 
created considerable excitement in trying 
to make Tattan pay for it. Several idlers 
gathered around and watched the tomale 
man do a series of contortions in remon- 
strating with Tatten, while the latter 


was enjoying a hot lunch and 
the infuriated peddler. egret? 
There was so much excitement that Hyn 
came out from behind the bar and told 
Tatten he would have to pay for his meal, 
that he did not allow such gyrations in 
front of his place. Tatten began swearing at 
him and went into the street, where he 
grabbed a stone in either hand. When Hynes 
saw this he went behind the bar and got a 
hg ad and went out on the sidewalk with

Then Hynes told the father that his son 
should not do what he was doing and the 
old man said he thought the boy could take 
care of himself.

John Tatten was driven to the City Dis- 
pensary, where Dr. Kearney said that the 
bullet wound in the neck was very danger- 
ous and might prove fatal. He was sent 
to the City Hospital. 

After Hynes had been in the Police Sta- 
tion a half hour he complained of being in- 
jured and was taken to the Dispensary, 
where it w found that he had received 
an ugly wound on Khe back of his head 
where a rock struck him and that he had 
several bruises about the face and body. 
After his injuries had been dressed he was 
sent back to the station to await the result 
of Tatten’s juries.

The story of his resignation from the 
faculty of the Baptist Sanitarium has been 
hedged about with secrecy by the ethically 
proper and eminently respectable medical 
society. But it leaked out, and at last 
night’s meeting of the society it was a —

The whole thing was precipitated by Dr. 
Mayfield’s inherited or acquired distaste 
for patent medicines and all who deal 
therein. 

The doctor has been for nearly two years 
surgeon in charge at the Baptist Sanitari- 
um. He got along well with the faculty 
until he discovered evidence which led him 
to believe that the faculty of the institu- 
tion was lending WMself to the advertise- 
ment of a proprietary preparation. 

He got the information by perusing @ 
letter which was not intended for his eyes, 
but which was left where he couldn't help 
seeing it. 

The letter so far as can be learned con-

Dr. Mayfield read this letter. The more 
he pondered over the matter the more he 
became convinced that the course of the 
faculty was diametrically opposed to the 
code.

BROUGHT TO TIME. 


Beard ef Equalization Assesses 
Them Almost Double. , 


DAVIS ESTATE HIT HARD. 


The Beard Falls Inte Line With the 
Post-Dispatch in Its Effort to 
Secure Fair Taxation. 


After having practically doubled the as- 
gessments on street railway properties, the 
Board of Equalization adjourned sine die 
yesterday afternoon at 4:30 o’clock. 

The board had been in session the full 
four weeks required by law. During that 
time it had accomplished several import- 
ant reforms in the matter of property as- 
gsessments. Some of the changes it made 
will occasion surprise. It increased the 
tax value of property in St. Louis by over 
$12,000,000, exclusive of the street railways, 
and of this increase almost $2,000,000 was on 
the John T. Davis estate. 

The most important of its achievements, 
however, was the increase in the assess- 
ment of street railroad properties. 

This action was the direct result of the 
efforts of the Post-Dispatch to compel an 
equalization of street railroad values with 
those of oth properties. In a series of 
articles last "January the Post-Dispatch 


showed by figures that while general hold- 


in St. Louis and the State were being 
—＋ on an assessment of from 66 per cent 
to 70/0 per cent of their actual values, the 
street railway companies, with the-r 
watered stock, paid taxes on only one- 
fourth of the value of their actual equlp- 
ment, leaving out of consideration their 
values as investments. 

This was made plain from sworn state- 
ments of some of the companies themselves, 
filed in the Circuit Court in cases then pend-

In view of the fact that the receiver had 
abrogated the contract the telegraphers em- 
ployed M. M. Dolphin of Kansas City as 
counsel, and Friday he came to St. Louis and 
laid the matter before Judge Caldwell, who 
appointed Ristine. The result was that the 
court ordered the receiver to comply with 
the terms of the contract until another could 
be agreed upon between himself and the 
employes.

So serious appears the problem that the 
House caucus of Republicans held to-night 
was devoted to the consideration of im- 
migration bills only. 

o a man the Germans are opposed to 
the Stone bill, which requires consular certl- 
ficates. This they regard as vicious legisla- 
tion. It would shut out the most desirable 
class of immigrants—young men eligible to 
military service—and it would fail to ex- 
clude the vicious class. 

There is not so much opposition on the 
part of the Germans to the Lodge-McCall 

ill, which requires an educational test, but 
the spokesmen for the German citizens take 
the ground that the present immigration 
laws are stringent enough and would meet 
every requirement were they only strictly 
enforced. 

The A. P. A. element in Congress, backed 
by the united strength of the order, is 
demanding a stringent measure. This puts 
old Une Republicans on neutral territory. 
They want to hold the German vote; they 
do not want to lose the A. P. A. vote.

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PROPERTY VALUES. 


Increase of Manufacturing In- 
terests in That Section. 


UNUSUAL ACTIVITY NOTED. 


Spring Finds the Whole City Busy 
With Building New Blecks and 
Impreving Streets. 


S 

No section of the great city of St. Louis 
is attracting more attention at the hands of 
real estate investors than the north and 


northwest part. 


In speaking of North St. Louis it is cus- 
tomary to refer to all of that part of the 
city north of Franklin avenue and includ- 
ing all of the city north of that line out to 
the city limits where Franklin avenue be- 
comes Easton avenue. 

This is a part of the city that will al- 
ways be given over to residences of the 
medium grads suitable for the working 
classes and others in moderate circum- 
gtances and to manufacturing purposes. 

The manufacturing districts are and will 
be confined to that part of the territory 
near to and following the river front. Al- 
ready this part of the city is filled up with 
manufactories and it is stated that fully 
one-third of the manufactured product of 
the city is turned out from this district. 
The manufacturing property practically ex- 
tends up to and beyond the Merchants 
Bridge. 

Near there and opposite to Calvary Cem- 
etery the Merchants Land Improvement 
Company owns a large tract of acre prop- 
erty on which at least two large new manu- 
facturing plants will soon be built. One 
is that of the Columbia Car Company and 
the other is a large bridge building con- 
cern now located in the ast. One will 
occupy 16 and the other 10 acres of ground. 
Several other concerns are negotiating for 

his property. 
' Salon’ dawn and east of the works of 
the Buck Stove and Range Company & syn- 
dicate is filling up a large section of land 
with sand from the river. This property 
will be put on the market sometime in 
1897 for manufacturing sites. 


North of the Merchants’ bridge and up 
to and beyond the Chain of Rocks there 
lies much valuable property suitable for 
home sites. This property is high and 
healthy. The Spanish Lake tract on the 
Burlington and Prospect Heights are exam- 
ples of this. 

On the Wabash there is the property sur- 
rounding Jennings’ Heights, Edgewood and 
Norma.-idy, all ideal locations for homes. 

The only drawback to these properties is 
the absence of street railway facilities. The 
residents and property owners along the 
Burlington hove to induce the Hamilton 
syndicate to extend the Baden electric line 
‘up through their territory. The Jennings 
Heights and Normandy people are now at 
work on a new line which they propose to 
build as outlined elsewhere. 

Property is worth from $700 to $2,000 per 
acre, according to situation. 

In the residence district of the north end 
of the city there has been a gradual appre- 
ciation of the property for some years. No 
part of the city is better settled or more 
convenient to the centre of the city than the 
district north of Easton avenue and east 
and west of Grand avenue. This portion of 
the city is probably better supplied with 
Street railways than any other. he North- 
ern Central, Cass Avenue and Scullin sys- 
tems intersect it at several points, affording 
rapid transit down town. roperty in this 
district ia unexceptionable for cheap home 
sites, suitable for modest homes for people 
of moderate incomes.

He has been serigusly considering the 
matter for some time and has about made 
up his mind that his foad will be a profita- 
ble one even should he reduce the — 

The new line will run through one of the 
most populous districts of the city, a dis- 
trict inhabited by thousandg of men and 
women employed in factories. Most of these 
factories are on or near the route of the 
new line. Mr. Green figures it out that he 
will lose nothing by making the fare over 
his new line 8 cents instead of 5, as at pres- 
ent. Speaking of the proposed reduction 
Mr. Green said Saturday: 

There is nothing in our franchise to 
compel us to reduce fares, but we have beem 
so strongly petitioned to do so that we 
have almost decided to meet their views. If 
inaugurated we would sell tickets at 3 cents 
each, good between the hours of and 8 a. 
m. and 5 and 7 p. m. 

“On the line of the Fourth and Arsenal 
road there are a large number of manufac- 
turing plants, probably an average of one 
to each block. These factories employ a 
vast number of workmen who now patron- 
ize other lines to reach their work. Our re- 
duction would, of course, have an element 
of selfishness in it, as we would get all of 
the travel of the working classes. 

“While I am not prepared to say pési- 
tively that wo will reduce fares to 3 cents, 
there is a strong probability that we will. 
We feel that the reduction must come on 
all lines in the near future and prefer to 
be the pioneers in the movement.“

Although it is evident that there has been 
a distinct revival of foreign confidence in 
our financial affairs, there is still an ab- 
sence of any considerable foreign support 
to our security market. The dealings on 
the exchange are almost altogether for ar- 
bitrage account and for that reason have 
no permanent effect upon prices. Foreign 
speculative buying of our stocks is scarce- 
ly to be looked for and not altogether to be 
desired, as the net results of such trans- 
actions have generally been an increase of 
the debit side of the foreign exchanges. 

Very little improvement is reported in 
trade conditions with the notable exception 
of the iron and steel industry. The im- 
provement there, however, is rather the re- 
sult of sensibly arranged combinations 
than of actual trade conditions. The best 
commercial paper still commands 6 per 
cent, and there is little market for any but 
the best. The process of liquidation seems 
to be going on as rapidly as is possible in 
the circumstances, and liquidation seems 
to be the only way out of the congested 
condition of things.

BERLIN, April 11.—Intense interest has 
been aroused in medical and other circles 
here by the announcement of a young phys- 
ician, Erich Langheld, at the International 
Physicians’ Congress at Wiesbaden to-day, 


that he has discovered a new remedy for 
tuberculosis, named antimicrobi. Its prin- 
cipal ingredients, it athe are ozone and 
cod liver oil, applied suboutaneous in- 


jection, In the experiments of the past flve 


years, he explained, the greatest difficulty 
to overcome was that of ——— the ozone 
pure and easily available. Of the ninety 
cases of tuberculosis treated in the Moabit 
Hospital during the pest year all have been 
cured. 

Emperor William will return to Potsdam 
on April 29. After the fetes at Vienna he 
will go hunting in Baden and Thuringia. 

The Emperor has made sketches for two

The National Zeitung announces the resig- 
nation of Dr. Peters as Director of the 
Colonial Society, owing to the inquiry into 
his conduct while Imperial Commissioner 
in Africa. 

An edict of the Secretary for the Interior, 
referring to naturalization, facilitates the 
reinstatement of former emigrants as Ger- 
man citizens, provided it does not conflict 
with their military obligations. 

The Schoenlank collection, one of the 
largest and most valuable German private 
collections of paintings, is to be sold on 
April 28 and 29. It comprises 220 examples 
of the early Italian, German and Flemish 
schools, including a genuine Rembrandt and 
many Teniers, Ostrades, Rubens, Vandykes, 
Titians, Veroneses and Cranochs. 

Americans intending to travel in Germany 
and Russia this summer are advised to ob- 
tain passports at Washington, as the new 
rules make identification indispensable be- 
fore the passports are issued from the Amer- 
ican embassies in Europe.

They Perform Difficult Turner Feats With 


the Utmost 


Unconcern. 


They Indulge in Roller Skating and Rarely 
Meet With a Mishap. 


It Is Necessary to Teach Them Individually, but They 
Learn the Most Difficult Feats Easily. 


Physical culture’s pet motto—A Sound | 


Mind in a Sound Body’’—is the guiding star 
of a gymnasium that few people know any- 
thing about. The athletes are “he boys and 
girls of the Missouri School for the Blind at 
Nineteenth and Morgan. 

What person acquainted with the wonder- 
ful sixth sense of the sightless, would think 
it possible for fifty boys or girls shut off 
for ever from the light of day, do run, jump, 
romp and turn with as much gbandon as

circus acrobats, without meeting with acci- 
dents. But bruised shins, contused heads 
and aching bodies are as rare among the 
blind athletes as with the practiced vet- 
erans of the German Turner Schools. 
During the present season the blind boys’ 
have their gymnasium classes on Tuesday 
and Friday evenings and the girls on Mon- 
day and Thursday evenings. On Wednes- 
Gays and Saturdays the hall is given over 
to roller skating, and on these evenings, or 
until very recently, fifty boys and as many 
were wont to go whirling over the 
le floor, . as oblivious of possi- 
collisions as i 


the spirit and entered into the sport as 
heartily as did the pupils. 

Now and then a tyro donned the skates. 
He or she seemed frightened by the racket 
and made the usual tentative feeling stride 
of the timid blind. Instantly the learner was 
taken in hand by an expert and was soon 
going the pace of the swiftest. 


But it is at the regular gymnasiym classes 
that the outsider stands aghast with aston- 
ishment at what seems to be the headlong 
folly of the blind athletes. Anyone who has 
ever attended a Turner school need well 
wonder how sightless persons can 
through the preliminary class runs wi 
their twists and turns, do the calisthentic 
exercises as gracefully as Delsarte himself 
and perform on the single and double bars. 
They do all this and more. They mount the 
horse, that dumb, leather-covered beast, 
and perform all kinds of maneuvers on his 
flat back. The movements that are the 
bane of young turners are considered easy 
by many of the blind boys. They are just 
as much at home on the buck, the ladders 
the rin and the other appurtenances of 
the well-appointed gymnasium. The ex- 
perts of the classes go further and build 
pyramids like the Arabs used to do before 
gaping circus crowds. 


It is needless to say that these attain- 
ments are the result of infinite patience on 


the part of instructor and pupils. The quick 


eye that is everything with ordinary gym- 
nasts must be compensated for, and it is. 
Method is the key to the success of the 
blind . turning school as it is to 
everything else.

the accompaniment of a march 
on the piano the awkward squad takes its 
first lesson. Several in the class do not 
know what it means to keep in step and 
they break th® line quickly. ey are soon 
taught the secret and before long the class 
is as well disciplined a marching company 
as any in the regular army. The walking- 
— step gives way to a firm confident 
stride. 

While the pupils are learning this they 
are also broken of a habit pecullar to, the 
blind, in their movements, namely, droop- 
ing the head. They are taught to hold 
their heads erect, and look as soldierly as 
‘files on parade.” 

The usual running lessons of the turning 
school are next taken up. The complicated 
figures through which class files are ac- 
customed to trot, are performed by the 
blind athletes keeping hands on shoulders 
and never getting out of step. When the 
run is ended they get dump-bells, form in 
fours, and then in extended order. The file 
becomes a rank, which stretches until the 
ended dumb-bells of each member barely 
touches the one on each side.

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LIVING IN A 
GERMAN PENSION. 


How Americans Live Whe Go to 
German Colleges. 


A ST. LOUISAN IN LEIPZIG. 


The Society Is a Little Mixed, but 
Every Fellow Hoes His 
Own Row. 


Edward Moffatt Weyer, son of Geo. Wey- 
er of 921 North Second street, is touring in 
Europe. He sends the following entertain- 
ing letter from Leipsig: 

LEIPZIG, March Not every person 
can live in a German pension. Many have 
tried our Leipzig boarding houses who are 
not here now; some because their physical 


constitution was unequal to the food, others 
because their nerves Gould not stand the 
strains of two violing.and three pianos all 
playing different scalés simultaneously, and 
one pious old American gentleman was con- 
strained to leave because his moral facul- 
ties were too highly developed. He objected 
to theater-going, did not believe in Dar- 
winism, could not bear the sight of cards 
and considered the eating of German cheese 
a wanton extermination of animal life. He 
removed to a vegetarfan-temperance hotel 
on another street, and 1 think dwelis there 
still. 

There probably never was a better place 
than a pension for the cultivation of misan- 
thropy and cynicism—it.can be called by no 
other names—though is a mild misan- 
thropy, very theoreti and a jovial sort 
of cynicism, too comprehensive to be ob- 
noxious, just enough, in fact, to guide one 
safely through this world of all kinds of 
people. 

The pensionaire must discipline himself 
togut up with the disagreeable things per- 
petrated by others in order to be excused 
for the inconvenience of which he is him- 
self guilty. There is one man here who 
never makes a noise, never complains of the 
food, never uses the sting of repartee on 
his neighbors’ weak spots. It is needless to 
gay he is the least popular person in the 
house. The students of the conservatory 
are expected to practice four or five hours 
a day within certain stated times and with 
doors and windows shut. The students of 
the University must sing a college song 
occasionally, perhaps wh@h the eastern sky 
is just reddening.

Then every one appears at their worst. 
The meal extends over several hours from 
the time Herr Schneider takes his coffee 
and rolls (directly after which he usually 
goes back to his room and seems to be 
tuning his cornet) until the belated ones 
from last night’s ball at the establishment 
Sanscouci or from Battenberg come to con- 
sciousness of the external world of things. 
In this arrangement no such thing as the 
“second fruhstuck” exists, though some of 
the Germans make two descents to the re- 
gion of the kitchen and thus keep up their 
natural peculiarity. 

Between the arrival of the early eaters 
and the late there is a period of quiet when 
the sentimental couple used to quietly steal 
down and eat together. They were not mar- 
ried people, they were very young. Now 
he has gone away and she eats the meal 
alone.

skating is good at Johanna Park, or wheth- 
er it is not better to stay at home to at- 
tend an improvised * party. When 
this topic comes up some who have been si- 
lent hitherto take the lead.

The Wahnung is well adapted for his de- 
sired retirement, for the only sign necessary 
to mark his abode is his china door plate 
bearing his name in an upstairs hallway of 
the building of his choice, each floor of 
which is divided into suites of rooms, similar 
in most respects and differing materially 
from each other only in price; the cheaper 
the higher you ascend, Indeed if he is a per- 
son of consequence he may live in parterre— 
that is to say, on the ground floor, 
but in many cases this is rented 
as a store. In such a building, suggestive 
of refined cliff-dwelling, is the life of the 
ordinary German family spent. To reside 
in a separate house one must “put on 
style.“ The foreign noblemen who visit our 
shores, when they do not live in castles or 
palaces (I suppose), live in these and call 
them villas. 


On the other hand the Garcon Logis, a 
borrowed French phrase which literally in- 
terpreted can only mean lodgings for a boy, 
is usually a single room. The comforts cf 
home are lacking, one or two meals are 
served to the occupant there, often pre- 
pared by himself on a small spiritus stove, 
and the remaining three or four one is sup- 
posed to pick up in restaurants, cafes and 
conditoreis, a word having an equivalent 
in our word dairy-kitchen. The Logis is 
obviously no place for the before mention- 
ed, self-respecting family man; en the con- 
trary, it is a degree of Bohemianism, to 
which even those living in pensions can 
hardly aspire. It is suited alike to the 
tastes of the most solitary scholar and the 
gayest musician or artist, a place where an 
unusual character can develop its eccen- 
tricities to the farthest limits without any 
external responsibility to fellow men, Peo- 
ple who co back from Germany

been as a rule Garcon-Logis rs. The 
freedom they speak of ts not easily de- 
scribed, however. It is such freedom as 
the petty princes had in feudal times. 
Your room is your castle; you gain access 
through three massive doors, the keys of, 
which—German keys, iron and three inches 
long—you always carry on your person. 
The outer or street door locks twice--no 
American ever found ont why—but ou 
turn the key twice around in the lock. Un- 
fortunate is that one who forgets this key, 
and comes home after 10 o’clock at night. 
He must in that case ring the hausmeister’s 
bell and the conversation or altercation 12 
which follows from the upper window is 
not always polite. ut ten pfennigs will 
make entrance pogsible, when the haus- 
mans wife becomes thoroughly awake to 
the promise of so much money—2% cents. 

The prince idea is further carried out in 
the way one is treated within doors. Ger- 
many is a polite country, and we, I regret to 
say, know no such habitual politeness in 
our own; every man is treated with almost 
suffocating respect in his own house and 
this applies also to the treatment of the 
garcon-logis resident. From such abodes the 
invited are collected; long-haired musicians, 
wierdly suggestive of something like human 
chrysanthemums, and spectacied studénts 
in all the stages of clamifaction. And there 
are genuine Germans, too, buttoned up in 
short-skirted Prince Albert coats, which 
disclose at the neck an expanse of white 
shirt bosom over which clamber fantastic 
vines of embroidery. We must not be too 
faithful in our description, for in German 
circles who is wise enough to know whether 
the bosom is not all of the shirt? except that 
with strange consistency it may reappear 
again after a weary expanse of red flannel 
in the form of cuffs at the sleeves. 

The Germans who know a little English 
are always anxious to meet that strange 
being, which is supposed to have all that 
their own frauleins have not—the American 
girls They all wish to learn the American 
style of waltzing, too, with its mystery, 
the “‘reverse,"’ an art, by the by, that the 
English people for once are unacquainted 
with. But the German’s first efforts are 
always unsuccessful and woe to her who 
agrees to dance in his way.

Sleeves Slightly Smaller—Mauve 
and Violet the Colors in Vogue. 


In planning her wardrobe the Easter girl 
has discovered many effective changes in 
the spring fashions. The majority of the 
new materials are made with a silky sheen. 
The grenadines, mohairs and silk novelty 
goods are the fabrics of the season. Both 
Persian and iridescent effects are equally 
popular. 

Lace, chiffon and jewels are used lavish- 


ly as trimming for wool gowns Buttons 
are everywhere, and the silk handkerchief, 
as a means of adornment, is in high favor.

PROJECT THIS. 


New York Has a Plan for Con- 
necting the Ocean and Lakes. 


There is now before Congress a bill grant- 
ing a charter to an enterprise which, when 


it is completed, will make New York the}, 


greatest port in the world. This colossal 


project—colossal is’ the only word which}, 


will describe it—contemplates the opening of 
deep waterway navigation from the great 
lakes to the sea. It looks forward to the 
time when it will be possible for the largest 
vessels moored at the docks of New York 
to sail or steam in practically uninterrupted 
course to the ports of Buffalo and Cleveland, 
of Chicago and Milwaukee, of Duluth and 
Superior—perhaps, eventually and still more 
amazing to relate, so far as the Red River 
of the North and Lake Winnipeg and thence

OUR POSTAGE STAMPS. 


Some Varieties the General Public 
Never See. 


“The Government now makes about four- 
teen denominations of postage stamps; they 
are 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 15 and 60-cents 


stamps, and the $1, $2 and $5 denominations. 
Very few people in the postal service even 
can tell you the use of the §2 or $3 vari- 
ties, however, for really they rarely have 
any other use than the gratification of the 
whimsical tastes of stamp-collectors. Be- 
sides the postage stamps there are made 
what are known as the “periodical stamps 
that is, stamps with which newspaper pub- 
p y the postage on their editions 
at pound Fates. These are never sold, but 
are attached to the stubs of the receipts 
which are given to the publishers for the 
ney paid for tage on the publications, 
ot even a publisher can buy them, and 
they never pass into the possession of the 
unofficial public. They are made in denom- 
inations which range all the way from 1 
cent to $100. Besides these are made the 
postage due“ and special delivery stamps, 
stamps equal to almost any emergency. 
he bureau keeps on hand a store of 
stamps equal to almost any emergency, 
There are now in its vaults more than 
260,000,000, and the manufactory is running 
on full time, Last year there were produced 
nearly two and one-half billions; yet with 
the constantly-increasing demand no cessa- 
tion in the creation of supply is possible, 
It is estimated that stamps cost the Gov- 
ernment something like cents a thou- 
sand. Receipts from the sale of them last 
year were on an average more than a 
million dollars a month. More than 90 
er cent of all those sold were of the 2-cent 
enomination. 


FOOT BALL AT HOME. 


An Egg Shell Is Used and Broken

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DIAMONDS IN FRUIT. 


Net the Real Thing, but a Close 
Imitation. 


Fruit diamonds form the latest discovery 
of science. The unpoetic cause was a Ten- 
nessee cow. Pearls cast before swine is 
proverbial evidence of non-appreciation, but 
so greatly did the cow mentioned, and her 
sisters’, admire *his fruit diamond, that so 
much thereof was eaten as to make the 


bovine gourmets ill. The owners of the 
animals became greatly alarmed, and con- 
sulted medical science. This is how Dr. 
R. C. Eccles, Brooklyn, happened to make 
the discovery. n 

Dr. Eccles succeeded in extracting from 
the seeds an alkaloid different from and 
more pecullar than any other known to 
physicians or ¢hemists. He is sure 19 is 
poisonous, and he only known poison 
which it resembles at all is strychnine. 

The berries grow on bushes that are from 
four to five feet high, and are described 
in the botanical lexicon as belonging to 
the family of sweet, scented shrubs of Caro- 
lina allspice. They are about the size of ox- 
heart cherries, with a seed in hem about 
as big as a green pea. In appearance they 
are oblong oval, conspicuously taper point- 
ed, glaucous white underneath and roughish 
above, and are in season from May to Au- 
gust. They are very uncommon and are 
only found in some mountainous districts 
in Tennessee. 

The alkaloid is obtained in the shape of 
small diamond-like cystals, which flash 
and scintillate with all the brilllancy of 
real gems, and might be readily mistaken 
for such; hence the name fruit diamonds.“ 
The diamond-like crystals are only about 
the size of a pin head. Dr. Durand Wood- 
man, Secretary of the New York branch 
of the American Chemical Society, in de- 
scribing them said: They are as brilitant 
as flawless gems, and may be worth as 
much as dlamonds, or less, as further ex- 
periments reveal their worth in medicine, 
At present all we know is that the gem 
shaped crystals are poisonous, and it 


was this element in the berries which caused 
the iliness of the Tennessee cattle. We do 


not know, as we have not experimented yet, 
just how dangerous the poison may be. 
Because of its scarcity, I should judge 
that thé alkaloid would cost more than its 
weight in gold at present. It may prove 
so valuable that diamonds would be cheap 
in comparison, and, again, it may prove 
comparatively valueless. I do not antici- 
pate any demand for the crystals to use 
instead of diamonds, but they would prove 
the best substitute I have ever seen if they 
would only retain their substance. Dr. 
Eccles showed quite a quantity before the 
meeting of our society branch, and I assure 
you that if he had only displayed a few 
we would have — mistaken them for 
small diamonds until he had explained the 
difference.“

With grand opera running all week at 
Music Hall, everything else musical was 
naturally in abeyance. Local activities will 
be renewed next week, however, and will 
continue vigorously thereafter until the 
close of the season. 


The engagement was a magnificent one, 
artistically speaking. Nothing more splen- 
did, more complete in the way of presenta- 
tion, vocally, dramatically and in ensemble 
could have been offered. The only drawback 
was that so few people comparatively were 
privileged to enjoy it all. 

Last year Messrs. Abbey and Grau carried 
away $50,000. This year it was different. 

The trouble was a financial one—a trifle— 
a mere straw, but it sufficed. No doubt 
there are many people in St. Louis to whom 
the trifling raise in the price of admission 
made no practical difference—only there did 
not seem to be enough of that kind. 

Grand opera is an institution made to be 
paid for by the many, or the muchly rich, 
and to be enjoyed by the musical few. For 
the musical many and the deserving poor 
generally the showing is not good—as at 
present constituted, 

Everybody agrees that the root of the evil 
lies in the enormous salaries which are paid 
to foreign artists, but whether the remedy 

roposed in some of the Eastern papers—to 
orm a syndicate of impresarios and man- 
agers with the object of boycotting foreign 
singers until we can raise a crop of our own 
home bred—whether such radical measures 
would work for operatic righteousness, is 
more than doubtful. 


Several enthusiastically indignant must 
clans have requested some comment on the 
coldness of St. Louls audiences. But what 
ig the good—even if true? As a matter of 
fact, are St. Louis audiences colder than 
those of other cities? 

In Chicago, I read, that at the perform- 
ance of “Faust,” by the Abbey & Grau 
Company, although the “Auditorium pre- 
sented a splendid appearance,” the audi- 
ence was singularly ‘“‘apathetic’—a cold- 
ness which Messrs. Abbey & Grau bore no 
doubt with philosophic composure—with 
“fifteen thousand dollars in the house.“ 

No; St. Louis audiences are not cold. 
They are generous enough with rec ition. 
They give applause and plenty of it; but 
they draw the line at ‘‘ovations”—especial- 
ly at the end of a performance. It is then 
that the “home instinct,“ which i# perhaps 
our distinguishing trait as citizens, asserts 
itself in a manner which rides over all 
obstacles of an artistic kind. 

Can it be true, as I am told, that one 
rainy evening—it was “The Huguenots, 4 
long opera—the audience rose en masse at 
the end of the fourth act and vacated the 
hall—to the wide-eyed and delighted amaze- 
ment of Mr. Bevignani and his cohorts, at 
this totally unexpected and gratuitous 
„gift“ of a whole act. 


It seems a pity that the, joyful season 
of Easter should be just the period of dig- 
content—if not worse—to a large number of 
musical persons. But such is the case, It 
is at this time that the ubiquitous church 


music committee gets in its work, and 
though its decrees do not go into effect un- 
til May—moving month for sacred and pro- 
fane alike—they are well known before- 
hand, and many an Easter service, sad to 
say, is sung with anything but a peace on 
earth, good will to men inspiration. Jan- 
uary was always with us the month for 
signing church choir contracts, but within 
the past year or’ two we have adopted the 
Eastern date, and so St. Louis organ lot ts, 
in company with those of her sister cities 
all over the country, are just now suffering 
a considerable upheaval.

Morbid sentimen® has appparently reached 
Its height in England in a recent hypnotic 
exhibition at the Royal Aquarium, at which 
the subject was literally buried alive and 
allowed to remain so for six days. The 
hypnotized man was sealed up in a stout 
casket, and, in the presence of dhe specta- 
tors, lowered into a grave nine feet deep.

CATCH TROUT. 


Get a Good Haul and Carry Em 
Home to the Cubs. 


It ts not generally known that black 


bears are exceptionally clever trout fishers, 
but they are. They know about when 
to go fishing, and they make good catch- 
es. However, they are not particular as 
to when the season opens and when it 
closes. To them it is open as soon as the 
ice on the eddies is thin enough to break. 


Old hunters say that a bear will not fish 
at the same place twice within a fort- 
night. 

Another good point about these four- 
legged fishermen is that they will not 
take small trout. 

The bear always goes to an eddy in 
search of trout. He seems to know that 
the trout makes its home there, and also 
that his own chances are much better than 
in running water. 

It is interesting to watch a bear fishing, 
says a Williamsport, Pa., dispatch. After 
finding an eddy he makes into the water 
and plants himself close to shore. This 
act makes the water muddy, but he patiently 
awaits the time when he can see to the 
bottom of the pool. He keeps his front 
paws free and ready for action. In this 
position he looks like a huge stump, and 
in a short time the trout begin to swim 
close to him and lie in the shadow of his 
body. Bruin waits until quite a number 
have collected. Then, with both paws, he 
makes a downward swish,“ and up come 
two fine trout, one in each paw. 

He fishes with both paws only while his 
hunger lasts. When he has had about all 
the fish he can eat, he will try to catch 
them with hiswnouth. In this act he is not 
much of a winner, but occasionally suc- 
ceeds. 

A bear is a big failure at trout fishing in 
swiftly running water. Occasionally one 
will stand on the shore, and when a trout 
goes slowly by, will plunge into the water, 
which not only scares the particular trout 
in view, but all others in the vicinity. 
Often in the winter Bruin will go where 
he knows an eddy to exist, and finding it 
covered with ice, will proceed to make a 
hole large enough to allow him to get into 
the water and fish.

Tue Armor-Clad Reptiles Ran 
From Their Tiny Fees. 


Timidity is a curious characteristic of 
the hornet toad of the plains and mesas of 
the Rocky Mountain region. This reptile 
is not a toad at all, but a kind of lizard, 
the common variety of Colorado being 
known to naturalists as Phrynosoma corn- 
utum. The reptile is popularly called the 
“California horned toad,” but California 
hasn't a monopoly of them by any means 
They are abundant near Denver, and are 
sometimes seen on the commons within the 
city’s environs. 

The toads are fond of ants, but in cap- 
tivity they suffer hunger several days be- 
fore they will eat in the presence of a human 
being. They are fond of small black ants, 
and eat them greedily. 

In a colony captured last summer were 
several baby toads, with clay-colored bod- 
les, long necks and wiggling tails. They 
were extremely fond of riding on the backs 
of the grown-up toads, and could be seen 
at any time of the day engaged in this pleas- 
ant diversion of bareback riding. One of 
the old fellows and a baby“ were liberated 
upon the prairie. The old one waited until 
the youngster had scrambled upon its broad, 
rough back, and then scuttled away. 

The little toads devour all kinds of ants 
and flies, except the big red ants whose 
enormous mounds of red, granitic sand are 
objects of curiosity to all strangers in the 
West. They are greatly afraid of these 
bold, brisk, business-like workers, fleeing 
from them or playing possum' when sur- 
rounded by them. 

One day the self-appointed commissary 
department wen? to.a fruitful red ant-hill 
and captured a hundred. Returning to the 
toad corral the ants were dumped in upon 
the toads without a thought of conse- 
quences, 

The result was decidedly surprising. 
The ants were enraged at their rough 
treatment and madly attacked the toads, 
biting them in a frenzy. 

The ants speedily found the vulnerable 
parts of their adversaries’ coats of mail.

BRAINS OF BOYS AND GIRLS. 


In Weight Girls Are Ahead at First, 
but Boys Win at Last. 


A curious difference in the increase in 
brain weight of boys and girls is noted 
by Prof. Donaldson of the Chicago Uni- 
versity, who has just written a book on the 
“Growth of the Brain.“ Boys and girls start 
equally in this respect, and until they ar- 
rive at the age of 12 years the progress in 
this respect is about equal, allowance, of 
course, being made y ae difference in 
body weight between the two sexes. 

Aster 12 the girl shoots ahead of the boy 
and her brain grows more rapidly, until she 
reaches the age of 15, when the brain growth 

ractically stops, whereas, in the case of 
— it continues to increase in weight until 
the age of 25. These statistics may contain 
some hints for the “new woman” in the de- 
velopment of her theories. 

In the opinion of Dr. Donaldson brain 
weight is not, however, any true measure of 
education or of intelligence, and he at- 
taches no importance to the frequently cited 
brain weights of eminent persons. It is, 
nevertheless, a fact that the brains of more 
intellectual people, relatively to their body 
weight, are heavier than e of less in- 
tellectual people.

The toads manifested abject terror, and 
never afterwards, no matter how hungry, 
so long as their captivity lasted, would at- 
tempt do swallow a big red ant. 

Young toads are very numerous in the 
autumn, as the parents are vivaparious, 
giving birth to seven or eight at a time. 
Toads, little and big, are harmless crea- 
tures. They are easily caught and tamed, 
and may be kept for days in a paper bag 
without food or water. They like to be 
tickled, twisting and turning in evident de- 
light, like a dog when he is scratched with 
a stick. They are abjectly afraid of dogs. 

Chameleon-like they assume the color of 
the earth on which they live, and can hard- 
ly he distinguished when half buried. They 
are harmiess and docile, and are confined 
by a string tied to one of the large horns 
on the head. 

Myrmecocystus melliger is the very mod- 
est name of a queer insect of the Rocky 
Mountains, the honey-bearing ant. These 
ants are veritable living reservoirs, ani- 
mated storehouses, whose sole object in ex- 
isting is to make others happy and dis- 
pense sustenance, 

When the ant designed by nature to be- 
come the depository of sweetness arrives at 
a distensible age, it crawls upon the ceiling 
of its cell home and lends the abdominal part 
of ite body in the active workers and honey 

therers as a receptacle for their product. 

rop by d the sweet treasure is pumped 
into the animated reservoir, until the ab- 
dominal cavity is distended many times its 
original size, or to about the dimensions of 
a good-sized currant. They look like animat- 
ed currants, with a moving, belegged and be- 
whiskered excrescence on one side repre- 
senting the ant. Their abdomens appear to 
be distended to the bursting point. 

The active members of each community 
collect the honey or grape sugar from a 
species of dwarf oak found in the Rocky 
Mountains.

One of the most remarkable animals in 
captivity in this country is Smiles, the two- 
horned rhinoceros in the Central Park 
Menagerie, New York. She has two tongues 
and no voice, a combination without a 
parallel in the female sex of the animal 
world, as the New York Journal rises to 
remark. 

Indeed, the rhinoceros, in the abstract. 18 
an altogether extraordinary animal, being 
a survival of a race of extinct mammals of 
a past geological period, and bearing a 


close resemblance to a gigantic reptile of a 
still earlier period. 

We can well eee the pity which will 
be inspired in the fair sex of our own kind 
when they read about this lady rhinocerous 
which has two tongues and no voice. It 
does not seem possible to conceive a more 
cruel fate for a female. This deficiency of 
the female rhinoceros must have a most 
injurious effect on her male companion, It 
is well known that most female animals 
use their lungs to keep their husbands in 
order and to prevent them from interfering 
too much in the affairs of the household and 
the education of the young. 

The male rhinoceros is not himself dumb, 
but is extremely sparing in the use of vocal 
sounds. He only makes them when he 
wishes to attract the attention of his wife, 
and he then does so in a very harsh, strident 
and disagreeable voice. He is extremely 
overbearing in his habits. Everything, in 
fact, goes to prove that he is a less respect- 
able member of animal society by reason 
of the silence of his wife. 

It is just as well to say at once that the 
rhinoceros, though very rare, interesting 
and peculiar, is both ferocious and unintel- 
ligent, for there is not room for any brain 
to speak of in the quaint and misshapen 
head. It is easy to believe when we look 
at the animal that it is nearly related to 
some gigantic reptile of other days. 

The one serious aim in life of the rhinoc- 
eros is to run into something large and hard 
and rip it up. When angered, and that is 
an easy stage into which to bring him, his 
fury is absolutely ungovernable and he will 
attacka an elephant, a man or a block of 
stone, but it must be admitted that an ele- 
phant is his chief delight. The elephant has 
so large and soft a stomach. 

An encounter between an elephant and a 
rhinoceros is a thing to be remembered ail 
one’s life. No other could offer such ele- 
ments of strangeness. It is a combat be- 
tween the most intelligent and the most 
powerful of all the brutes, and one that is 
among the least intelligent, but is also tre- 
mendously powerful. 

The elephant is greatly the superior in 
skill and considerably in strength, but yet, 
uin most of these encounters, he has been the 
victim. The rhinoceros rushes furiously at 
his antagonist with head down, thundering 
over the ground as he goes. He prefers to 
strike at the elephant’s stomach. If of the 
two-horned variety he first drives in the 
forward horn and then slashes with the 
other horn, which has a sharp edge. 

The elephant’s only chance is to keep the 
horns away from his sides and to bear down 
at once with his tusks. The rhinoceros is 
so tough that even the elephant has diffi- 
culty in injuring him, and lions and tigers 
are powerless.

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Scientists on this side of the Atlantic have 
agreed with the learned French gentlemen 
who have added this heavy responsibility 
at the door of the weather, and recently 
the matter has been much talked about. 

When this is understood it may lead to the 
abandonment of the plea of insanity or self- 
defense. When a sme is arraigned for 
murder, robbery, bigamy, or even à plain 
drunk, he may enter a plea by which he can 
scientifically prove that the barometer was 
to blame. N 

A Sunday Post-Dispatch reporter called on 
Dr. H. C. Frankenfield, the forecaster of 
the United States Weather Bureau at St. 
Louis, and when the subject was broached 
the doctor said he had given the matter 
much thought and he was convinced of the 
truthfulness of the assertion that men were 
largely influenced by the kind of weather 
that prevailed. 

When the barometer is below 29.8,“ said 
Dr. Frankenfield, and the relative humid- 
ity of the atmosphere is above 80 per cent 
a feeling of great depression is certain to 
be experienced. The pressure of the at- 
mosphere being Hghter the pressure from 
the inside of a person is relatively stronger 
than it would be if the atmosphere were 
heavier. To put it in other words, atmos- 
phere exerts a pressure of fifteen pounds to 
the square inch, approximately. The human 
system in this elevation has become ad- 
justed to this pressure. Now if it is below 
fifteen pounds the adjustment between the 
inside and the outside of a person is in- 
terrupted, and the pressure from within 
toward the outside appears to be greater. 
This will naturally produce a feeling of dis- 
comfort which in the nature of things will 
be rather more mental than physical, owing 
to the increased pressure and irritation of 
the nervous system. : 

“Again, with a high humidity, especially 
during the passage of a storm, when the 
temperature is excessively high, and the 
atmosphere is thoroughly saturated with 
moisture, the absorption of moisture 
from the body by the atmosphere 
is considerably lessened, because the atmos- 
phere already holds more than its usual 
amount of moisture and cannot therefore 
take up all that would be given out from 
the body under ordinary circumstances. 
This results in additional discomfort, which 
is physical ag well as mental. 

“The kind of weather that has been de- 
scribed is the sort that is conducive to self- 
destruction. This is the kind of day a sul- 
cide would naturally select for his opera- 
tions. These conditions are greatly aggra- 
vated in the summer by the conditions of 
high temperatures which intensify the ef- 
fects. Suicides are far more prevalent in 
hot, muggy weather, when all nature 
seems somber, than at any other time. Of 
course all suicides cannot be attributed to 
atmospheric conditions.“ 

Dr. Frankenfield was asked if he thought 
the atmosphere had any effect in conducing 
to the committing of murders, burglaries 
or any of the common crimes. 

“I think a man intending to commit 
deliberate murder,“ answered the doctor, 
“would plan it on a bright, clear day. 
Burglaries, too, I think, would be planned 
in a bracing atmosphere, rather than in 
dark, gloomy weather. ith a high bar- 
ometer, cool weather and, a clear sky 
man’s mental faculties are a the best. At 
such times he is capable of performing his 
best work, and when plans are to be 
made and accurate work done it will be 
done on this sort of a day. It matters 
but little what a man’s calling may be, 
he will do less work on a disagreeable, 
murky day than when that day is bright 
and clear. I have no doubt that persons 
who employ a large amount of labor find 
an appreciable difference in the amount 
of work done on a fine, clear day and on 
a damp, dark day. 

“Persons are always in better spirits 
on clear days than on a mean, disagree- 
able day. If you have a favor to ask of 
anyone don’t do it on one of these ‘Jonah’ 
days. The chances are he is dissatisfied 
with himself and all with whom he comes 
in contact. If you want to get. what you 
want strike your man on a nice, clear 
day, just after lunch.“ 

The reporter asked if weather had any- 
thing to do with men’s getting drunk. 

Well, now. there are professional drunk- 
ards, they don’t need any excuse. They 
will get drunk just as often as they can, 
and the weather has no effect on them. 
However, this weather that drives men 
to suicide also drives men to drink some- 
times. Take a damp, 
and with a low barometric pressure, a 
man who is not a habitual . drunkard 
may attempt to drown his blues in drink. 
And he is likely to remain drunk until the 
weather gets better.’’ 

“And how about the weather and love- 
making?” inquired the reporter. 

Man's best thoughts come in the bracing 
weather. And the bulk of the bracing 
weather comes in the winter. When a man 
is really in love he is thinking his best 
thoughts. The idea is popular, but erro- 
neous that June is the month for making 
love. The winter is the time when this is 
done, or rather when the sentiment orig- 
inates. June is a great month for marriages 
in this country, but the lovemaking which 
results in these June weddings is more 
often instituted in the winter. 

“The effect of the weather on general 
health is not appreciated to the extent that 
it should be. Any person who is afflicted 
with rheumatism, neuralgia, nervous head- 
ache and the more plebeian corns and bun- 
tons has doubtless often noticed that they 
suffered more on damp, murky days than 
at other times, This is due directly to pres- 
sure, or lack of pressure, of the atmosphere 
from without. When the pressure from 


without is below the normal, fifteen pounds | 


to the square inch, the pressure from within 
appears to be greater, because of lack of 
resistance, and the pressure against the 
nerves of the affected parts fs what causes 
the pains.”

Wilkens purchased horse and wagon, 
abandoning the wheelbarrow. The horse, 
however, was never deserted. When it 
became too old to work it was cared for 
tenderly, and when it died its owner pur- 
chased a plot of ground opposite his resi- 


dence and buried it there
